CLASS  REUNIONS  AND  CLASS  SPIRIT 

To  say  that  a  class  has  the  proper  spirit  is  to  say  that  Us  members  have  a  strong  loyally 
to  their  college  and  to  their  classmates,  which  manifests  itself  not  only  in  pnde  in  the  fact 
that  one  is  a  graduate  of  that  particular  institution  and  of  the  claw  in  question,  but  also 
in  a  feeling  of  good  fellowship  and  tolerance,  almost  bordcnngon  affection,  for  the  men  with 
whom  one  shared  his  college  experiences;  and,  furthermore,  that  this  feeling  is  strong  enough 
to  last  through  life 

The  stimulated  enthusiasm  with  which  one  is  filled  at  a  tnennial  dinner  oi  a  second  tn- 
ennial  held  day  ui  often  deceptive.  Vouth  is  then  stilt  dominant,  and  "anything  for  a  good 
time"  IS  the  watchword  But.  when  ihe  Quindecenniat  arrives,  gray  hairs  are  making  their 
appearance  in  every  direction,  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  success  are  more  fully  under- 
stood, and  our  real  position  in  the  world  has  been  teamed  by  many  a  hard  leasoo.  ll  is 
at  (hese  times  that  the  lasting  power  of  class  loyalty  is  put  to  the  test.  One  is  apt  lo  ineet 
at  ibe  class  reunions  his  business  or  professional  rival,  his  political  foe.  or  other  individual 
for  whom  for  some  reason  or  other  he  may  have  conceived  a  ri'ttl  dislike  Does  not  the  fact 
that  such  man  is  a  member  of  one's  class  stimulate  the  spinl  of  tolerance  at  least?  He 
18  one  of  the  body  of  men  which  contains  many  of  whom  you  are  really  intensely  fond,— 
he  has  much  in  common  with  you.  Perhaps  you  have  judged  him  hastily,  or  have  mis- 
understood his  actions,  ll  is  the  spirit  that  will  give  this  other  fellow  the  benefit  of  Ihe  doubt 
that  is  the  true  class  spinl. 

Such  exireibe  cases  as  the  above  are  very  few,  but  the  milder  forma  of  the  same  species  are 
with  us  in  targe  numl>ers.     Is  our  inherent  conservatism  to  blame? 

We  arc  largely  creatures  of  habit,  who  have  carved  oul  for  ourselves  certain  grooves 
through  which  we  alide  from  day  to  day  without  ihoughl.  They  are  the  result  of  our  ex- 
tieriences  in  our  efforts  lo  find  the  hnca  of  least  resistance.  New  ideas  do  not  B|>F>eal  strongly 
lo  most  of  us,  and  then  ia  no  reason  why  they  should,  as,  before  trying  them,  one  must  use 
one's  reaaoniug  power  lo  forclell  the  result;  and  why  make  the  effort  if  we  are  getting  along 
very  well  as  we  are? 

The  grooves  in  which  we  live  are  lined  with  our  points  of  view  and  our  prejudices,  and  ttiey 
have  become  well  worn  by  now.  Many  of  our  classmates  are  following— and  following 
auccesatully— grooves  which  we  do  not  like  or  have  tried  and  found  wanting  Is  the  feeling 
of  active  indifference  for  such  men,  which  may  exist  within  us,  justified?  Others  who 
have  nothing  in  common  with  us  cannot  expect  a  different  attitude,  but  one's  classmate 
looks  to  bim  whom  he  knew  in  college,  who  learned  his  Icskoii  with  him,— and  it  was  prac- 
tically the  same  lesson.— to  pull  himself  oul  of  his  conservative  groove  and  come  forward 
to  him  in  the  proper  spirit,  take  mlerest  in  hia  affairs.,  and  help  him  as  best  be  can  To 
remind  thoae  of  the  class,  who  may  have  forgotten  it.  that  this  spirit  is  utill  strong  in  moat  of  i 
us  IS  the  true  object  of  a  class  reunion.  That  the  extremes  to  which  the  radical  dnvea  his 
ideas  and  his  theories,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others  and  the  immoliitity  of  the  ultra  con- 
servative, are  not  characteristic  of  our  class  of  Harvard  University,  is  a  lesBOii  to  be  uught, 
lo  all  who  do  not  know  it,  by  our  Quindecennial  Celebration  of  next  June.

'We'll  'Itirik  a  n.'ht  Itu'lr  willy  wa<  )>l 
To  the  days  ol  Auld  I-ang  Syne  " 

Late  in  September  ol  1892,— lhat  was  eighteen  years  agd — over  five  hundred  of  us  wrote 
our  names  in  full,  ace,  residence  and  n.'unea  of  part-nLs  prelimiiuiry  lo  qualifying  as  members 
of  the  freshman  class  at  Harvard  Universiiy  Four  yearx  later  four  hundred  of  us  received 
degrees  of  A  B  or  S  B ,  and  wp  went  oul  into  ihe  world  of  business  or  professiont  Our 
&rst  reunioo  was  the  trienrual,  a  penod  in  our  lives  when  everything  wai  id  the  develop- 
meol  stage  Our  lawyers  had  Ju^t  romplMed  their  courses,  and  were  looking  for  well  estab- 
lished offices  in  Deed  of  young  advisers  Our  doctor^sUll  had  another  vear  lo  go  before  start- 
mg  on  their  careers  of  kill  or  cure  Our  husiness  men  and  other  honest  toilers  wore  atill 
wondering  why  they  had  nol  been  called  to  take  Ihe  place  of  ibe  head  of  the  house,  and  the 
married  men  were  prating  of  nothing  but  Iheir  fir^t  bora 

Three  years  later  we  again  held  reunion  Then  »  e  began  to  not  ice  the  work  oi  tfte  hanil  of 
time  A  number  of  good  fellows  hud  pa.s3ed  over  the  Great  Divide  We  were  old,  approach- 
ing the  age  of  thirty,  and  had  not  yet  attained  fame  or  fortune  II  was  the  penod  of 
UDcertainty 

Four  years  later  came  the  firsH  of  the  truly  great  reuniomi — our  decennial  By  lhat  time 
ihf  names  of  many  of  us  were  known  ouUsidc  of  ihe  places  where  we  ate  and  Nlept — fame  and 
fortune  were  smiUng  But  whetherihey  beamed  on  us  or  merely  gave  a  casual  glance  tn  our 
direcUon.  we  were  all  in  the  full  swing  of  our  occupations  We  had  found  our  work,  liked  il, 
did  our  best  every  day  II  was  the  period  of  conteoimeot  We  hud  learned  ihe  truth  of 
the  saying  "geiuua  is  Ihe  result  of  constant  application  "  The  geiuuscs  were  satisfied  with 
their  rewards,  and  ao  were  the  philosophers.  Hence,  returning  to  Boston  and  some  of  its 
suburbs  for  our  tenth  we  were  in  the  proper  frame  of  mmd  lo  lake  and  enjoy  all  that  was 
coming  in  those  busy,  blissful  and  bouiy  days  Although  we  were  all  pa^it  thirty,  there  wasn't 
one  of  us  a  day  over  eighteen  From  ihe  Country  Club  lo  the  Point  of  Pines  and  Cambndge 
our  joumcyings  were  happy  throughout  We  didn't  care  where  we  were  going,  or  where  we 
were  al  (Hush,  Annabel,  you  must  not  even  whisper  lhat  some  of  us  were  in  complete  igno- 
rance on  each  subject)  the  chief  fsctor  was,  we  were  all  together  and  Icl  the  world  go  hang. 
As  soon  as  Ihe  questions  "  Are  you  married  "  and  "  Are  you  making  money  "  were  answered — 
aitd  we  didn't  give  a  rap  how  they  were  answered^we  went  right  back  to  the  old  days,  with 
a  stop  at  the  bar  on  our  way  Our  slIilelCH  showed  Ihal  ihcy  were  ax  goixJ  as  ever  by  Gad 
(No,  Hortcnsc,  that  is  not  a  knock)  We  had  the  finest  assortment  of  bald  heads  lhat  ever 
reflerted  the  glory  of  the  sun,  and  in  girth,  beam  and  depth  of  hold  we  had  a  choice  collection 
of  vesseb— also  a  chest  Dm  ye  ken  Dial  last  one?  All  in  all,  they  were  three  of  the  happiest 
days  in  the  existence  of  our  c)a&s 

Under  the  spell  of  the  decennial  memory,  think  what  our  quindcccnnial  will  be  As  we 
waited  with  eager  expectancy  for  those  days  m  June,  1906.  the  years  which  have  elapsed  since 
then  liave  stirred  our  anticipation  to  an  incomparable  deorec  We  arc  all  approaching  the 
meridian  of  life  Wc  have  all  tantM  joy  and  sorrow  We  want  lo  keep  in  touch  with  one 
another  as  the  gray  hairs  increaw  and  our  wind  erows  .shorter  We  want  tn  be  boys  again, 
lo  gel  away  from  our  duties  and  tares  and  breatne  the  air  of  class  spirit  and  f[ood  fellowship. 

Hight  here  il  might  be  pcrtinenl  U>  remark  that  no  man  or  l>ody  of  men  in  indiflpensablc  to 
the  progress  of  this  planet  It  would  keep  nghl  on  doing  its  daily  whirl,  no  matter  how  many 
dropped  out  of  existence  As  an  illustration  take  Roosevelt,  buried  in  Darkesl  Africa  He 
was  an  much  out  of  the  world  as  he  has  been  since  the  New  York  election,  but  Old  Terra  got 
along  without  her  Teddy  We  should  all  bear  this  in  mind  when  pttiniiing  for  our  quin- 
decennial  Mark  those  three  days  now  as  devoted  to  our  class  Don't  let  anvthmg  intrude 
on  them  II  is  our  one  weakness,  this  devotion  lo  our  catUngs  We  must  begin  to  break 
ourselves  of  the  babil.  and  now  is  the  lime  We  have  only  one  life  to  live  and  only  one 
qmndecennial. 

THE  FOOTBALL  GAME 

Since  Ihe  Harvard- Yale  game  this  year  1  have  naturally  been  asked  a  good  many  time*  why 
the  score  was  a  lie  at  the  end  I  have  heretofore  kept  silent,  nol  so  much  because  1  didn  I 
know,  as  liecause  I  lisd  other  reasons  But  now  I  feel  it  is  lime  to  break  my  silence  and 
give  a  real  and  authenlic  account  of  the  game 

The  game  was  played  al  New  Haven,  and  as  the  whistle  blew  the  ball  was  kicked  off 
Within  a  very  few  minutes  Harvard  had  scored  nothing  m  spite  of  the  most  Nlrenuous 
efforts  of  the  Yale  team  This  made  the  game  rather  uninteresting  from  the  point  of  view 
of  the  ordinary  spectator  who  had  paid  $50  for  Iwo  seats  The  excitement  was  intense 
Several  punts  were  exchanged  and  then  the  bull  was  rushed,  but  just  then  the  whistle  blew 
and  (he  first  quarter  was  over  Everybody  stooil  up  and  rubl>ered.  but  as  there  was  only  a 
ihree-minule  intermtssion  there  wasn't  much  lime  Just  then  the  whislle  blew  and  the 
game  was  on  again  It  is  now  a  g4Md  lime  lo  give  my  ideas  of  ihe  new  rules,  but  as  I  have 
neilhrr  time  nor  sjiace  perhaps  I  had  belter  not  At  the  end  of  the  period  the  whistle  blew 
and  again  Harvard  had  scored  nothing  while  the  poor  Yale  team  had  not  scored  al  all 
As  I  lu«iked  across  at  the  Yale  stands,  Iney  all  looked  blue,  and  just  then  the  whislle  blew 
The  third  penod  pasNtil  without  any  particular  comment,  but  in  the  fourth  |HTiotl  Yale,  by 
pen-istenl  rushing,  rarriMi  ih^  ball  a  great  many  yards  and  finally,  amid  great  cheering 
from  their  bleachers,  scored  nothing,  thus  lying  the  score  and  making  the  score  a  tie  just  as 
the  whiHile  blew

Note.  —  (Eddie  Knoblauch  liad  nothing  to  do  with  writing  tliis  play,  so  that  lets  him  out). 

Cast  of  Characters         .         .         .        The  Class  of  '96. 

ACT    L 

Scene  1.  —  A  large,  low-studded  room  with  bare  walls  and  no  decoration  of  any 
sort.  On  left  is  a  white  covered  table  with  divers  persons  (Bill,  Dick,  Jack,  George, 
Harry,  etc.,  by  name)  in  white  costumes  and  large  sunflowers  in  buttonholes  engaged  in 
what  is  vulgarly  termed  "  mixing  drinks."  On  right  is  a  long  table  weighted  down  with 
a  collation.  In  the  centre  is  a  small  table  attended  by  a  rotund  gentleman  who  answers 
to  the  name  of  Joe  Morrill  and  who  is  wildly  urging  all  present  to  "  sign  the  book  "  and 
receive  decorations,  such  as  hat  bands,  cravats  and  badges. 

The  curtain  rises  as  the  Class  of  '96  enters,  amid  a  chorus  of  "  Hello,  Bill !  " 
"  How  are  you,  Tom  !  "  "  Why,  there's  Gabit !  "  "  Give  me  another  just  like  the  last," 
etc.,  etc. 

(This  is  all  the  dialogue  there  is  in  this  scene,  but  it  makes  up  in  quantity  what 
it  lacks  in  quality.) 

There  enters  soon  a  large  man  carrying  a  chest  who  never  speaks  but  grunts  the 
following  at  ra])id  intervals  : 

"  My  name's  Ken  Lewis,  d'ye  know  my  brother  Ed?"  Loud  applause  and  cheers 
from  all  present. 

The  curtain  falls  as  the  class,  after  eating,  troops  up  the  stairs  to  the  main  part 
of  the  Hotel  Somerset  whence  a  departure  for  the  baseball  game  is  successfully  engineered. 

Between  the  first  and  second  scenes  of  Act  I.  sufficient  time  elapses  to  enable  the 
class  to  get  to  a  professional  baseball  game  between  the  Boston  and  Philadelphia  teams 
of  the  American  [.icague,  to  return  therefrom  to  the  low-studded  room  of  Scene  1  where 
again  old  acquaintances  are  renewed  and  preparations  made  for  the  festivities. 

Scene  2.  —  A  large  hall  —  in  fact  the  ball  room  of  the  Hotel  Somerset.  Many 
sm.all  tables  are  scattered  in  profusion  over  the  floor,  set  for  dinner  with  appropriate 
decorations.  The  class  enters  with  much  gaiety  and  in  alphabetical  order  and  after  more 
or  less  confusion  becomes  seated.  No  dialogue  worthy  of  notice  breaks  the  hum  and 
buzz  of  a  merry  dinner.  "  Waiter  !  bring  me  the  wine  list  I  "  or  "  Now,  boys  !  Let's  all 
take  a  little  something  I  "  are  heard  now  and  then  above  the  low  murmuring.  Suddenly 
a  tall  man  with  a  smile  leaps  to  his  feet  and  commands  attention.  Jo  Jo  introduces 
Andy  Sheriff  as  toastmaster  and  the  crowd  is  oflf  in  a  bunch.  But  hark  I  Hush  I  An 
intruder  appears,  (;lad  in  a  towliead  and  a  determined  look.  It's  Dudley  Dean  —  the 
great  Dean  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Class  of  '91  who,  mounting  a  chair,  hurls  a 
strenuous  deti  at  our  devoted  baseball  team.  Out  with  him !  We'll  attend  to  him  on 
the  morrow.     On  with  the  dance  I     Then  thick  and  fast  come  the  witticisms  and  puns 


from  the  great  intellects  of  the  class  who  have  been  selected  to  furnish  the  talk  for  the 
evening.  The  words  of  the  great  Governor  of  New  Hampshire  mingle  with  the  earnest 
entreaties  to  be  better  boj's  from  the  country  member  (from  Philadelphia) .  The  safe 
and  sane  comments  of  Delany,  "The  Little  Minister  from  the  Golden  West,"  fall  upon 
sympathetic  ears,  and  are  received  with  loud  api)lause,  as  is  the  forceful  logic  of  John 
Lord  O'Brian,  a  district  attorney  who  has  fairly  won  the  distinction  which  is  his.  Last 
but  not  least,  Joe  Cotton  reads  his  ode  —  tremendous  enthusiasm  I  Unfortunately  the 
manuscript  has  been  mislaid  and  only  those  who  heard  may  enjoy  it.  Then  Jack  F.air- 
child,  also  our  Secretary  and  Dick  Storey  were  heard  from.  At  intervals  Bob  Morse 
and  his  trusty  band  of  songsters  add  to  the  general  fun.  The  hour  for  i-etiring  long 
since  having  passed,  those  who  had  any  intention  of  going  to  bed  did  so,  and  the  curtain 
descends  on  the  first  Act. 

REMARKS   OF   ROBERT   11.    IIALLOWELL. 

Fellows  and  Classmates  : 

It  is  my  privilege  to  call  this  dinner  to  order.  I  think  the  class  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  the  showing  it  has  made  to-night.  I  have  studied  the  record  of  preceding 
classes  and  I  can  state,  without  danger  of  being  corrected,  that  this  is  the  largest  dinner 
that  any  class  has  had  on  its  Quindeccnnial  anniversary. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-ttvc  men  have  accepted  the  invitation  for  this  dinner 
and,  judging  by  the  full  appearance  of  these  tables,  I  should  say  they  were  all  present. 

There  is  one  impression  which  I  wish  to  correct.  Several  men  have  said  to  me  : 
"  You  fellows  in  Boston  must  have  worked  awfully  hard  in  preparing  the  details  of  this 
celebration."  Now  I  want  to  assure  you,  and  I  think  I  speak  in  behalf  of  every  man 
who  has  worked  on  any  of  the  committees,  that  there  has  been  no  work  at  all,  but  a 
whole  lot  of  good  fun.  The  hearty  cooperation  that  has  been  encountered  on  all  sides  is 
a  fair  omen  for  the  future  welfare  of  our  class. 

Fifteen  years  have  made  many  changes,  as  the  "  Ninety-Sixer"  so  aptly  reminded 
us  that  gray  hairs  have  begun  to  grow,  and  it  might  have  added,  except  on  those  spots 
where  hairs  grow  not  at  all.  We  are  boys  no  longer,  but  boys  in  spirit  still  and  boys 
we  shall  remain  so  long  as  these  reunions  are  held. 

Fifteen  years  have  made  other  changes.  Doubtless  some  of  us  have  had  some 
piretty  hard  knocks  and,  in  the  ordinary  run  of  chances,  hard  knocks  and  misfoi'tune 
must  be  in  store  for  others  of  us,  but  if  we  could  all  feel  and  if  each  one  of  us  whose 
lot  it  is  to  taste  misfortune  could  feel,  that  there  arc  at  least  four  hundred  men  in  the 
world,  his  friends  and  classmates,  who  ai'e  willing  and  eager  to  stretch  forth  their  hands 
and  assist  the  unfortunate  one  back  to  the  road  of  prosperity  and  happiness,  then  we 
shall  be  proud,  aye  even  prouder  than  we  are  to-day,  to  be  enrolled  as  Harvard 
graduates.  Class  of  1896. 

Day  after  to-morrow,  Conunencement  Day,  we  shall  be  called  upon  to  do  some- 
thing for  the  college.  On  that  day  the  alumni,  by  their  votes,  elect  a  Board  of  Over- 
seers. Now,  it  would  be  manifestly  wrong  for  us  to  allow  mere  class  feeling  to  influence 
our  votes  on  that  day.  College  feeling  must  be  stronger  than  class  feeling,  for  without 
the  college  the  class  would  not  exist.  It  is  the  obvious  duty  of  each  one  of  us  to  care- 
fully consider  the  qualifications  of  each  candidate  on  that  distinguished  list  of  Harvard 
graduates.  We  must  consider  how  the  past  training  of  each  has  fitted  him  to  know  the 
needs  of  Harvard  University  and  decide  which  ones  are  most  worthy  of  election  to  the 
honorable  position  for  which  they  have  l)een  nominated.     Now  I  ask   you,  is  there  a 
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name  of  .uiy  man  on  that  list  who  is  better  qualified  to  know  the  needs  of  Harvard  Col- 
lege better  than  the  man  who  has  already  spent  fifteen  years  of  his  life  in  the  service  ot 
the  college?  I  ask  you  again,  is  there  any  man  on  that  list  better  qualified  to  be  an 
Overseer  of  Harvard  College  than  our  classmate,  Jerome  D.  Green? 

There  is  one  statement  I  made  a  few  minutes  ago  which  I  wish  to  correct,  and 
that  is,  the  one  when  I  said  that  the  arrangement  of  this  celebration  had  entailed  no 
work.  There  was  one  feature  of  it  which  did  entail  work,  and  hard  work,  too,  —  that 
was  the  selection  of  a  toastmaster.  When  the  committee  which  had  this  job  in  hand  saw 
the  amount  of  material  available  for  it  we  were  overwhelmed  at  the  magnitude  of  the 
task  before  us,  but  when  the  class  lives  began  to  come  in  and  when  we  saw  the  noble 
work  which  our  classmates  were  doing  in  various  parts  of  the  country,  saw  how  many 
children  they  were  having  and  learned  for  the  first  time  the  maiden  name  of  each  one's 
wife's  mother,  we  were  simply  nonplussed  at  the  magnitude  of  our  undertaking,  but 
after  diligently  working  night  and  day  for  about  eight  and  one-half  weeks,  by  a  process 
of  elimination,  we  finally  unanimously  decided  on  a  young  man  from  Chicago,  rather 
undersized  to  be  sure,  but,  nevertheless,  a  right  good  fellow,  and  I  take  pleasure  in 
introducing  to  you,  as  the  toastmaster  of  this,  our  Quindeccnnial  dinner,  Andrew  R. 
Sheriff. 

REMARKS   OF   ANDREW   R.    SHERIFF. 
Mr.  Chairman  of  the  Class  Committee,  and  Members  of  '96  : 

This  is  one  of  the  most  gratifying  moments  of  my  innocent  young  life,  even 
admitting,  as  we  have  just  heard,  tliere  are  hundreds  of  others  in  the  class  who  could 
perform  the  functions  of  this  office  as  well  as  I.  At  the  outset  we  should  tell  of  our 
ai)preciation  and  thanks  to  the  Boston  fellows  for  all  the  time,  thought,  and  labor  they 
have  devoted  to  the  aflairs  of  the  class  during  the  last  year,  for  the  publication  of  the 
"Ninety-Sixer  "  to  amuse  and  to  renew  the  interest  of  our  members,  and  the  work  of 
the  various  couunittces,  which  included  nearly  all  tiie  fellows  living  here,  in  preparing 
for  the  enjoyaljje  and  successful  outcome  of  the  many  features  of  this  Quindeccnnial 
celebration.  And  in  viewing  this  devotion  to  class  matters  by  these  fellows  and  others, 
it  has  become  an  interesting  subject  of  speculation  to  me  to  define,  if  I  could,  the 
source  and  motive  of  it  all.  Nineteen  years  ago  we  were  severally  picked  up,  four 
hundred  or  more  of  us,  from  ail  ))arts  of  the  country,  under  diflerent  circumstances,  and 
fortuitously  thrown  together  into  the  category  known  as  the  freshman  Class  of  '96. 
There  was  nothing  in  common,  beyond  all  being  called  freshmen,  and  having  inchoate 
desires  of  varying  intensity  to  be  educated.  There  were  few  of  us  who  knew  more  than 
a  dozen  others,  and  very  many  who  were  acquainted  with  none  at  all.  It  did  not  take 
long,  it  is  true,  for  these  boys  in  the  glow  of  youth  to  begin  to  know  each  other,  and 
thus  many  groui)s  of  acquaintances  and  friends  were  formed.  But,  unfortunately  for  us 
at  that  time,  these  groups  became  too  clearly  defined,  the  tendency  was  that  members  ot 
each  group  would  cling  to  it,  l)y  reason  of  diffidence  or  inditt'erence  toward  those  of  the 
others,  and  there  was  not  that  degree  of  free  good  fellowship  and  exchange  of  sociabili- 
ties which  would  have  added  much  to  our  undergraduate  experiences.  These  conditions 
continued  with  little  relaxation  of  group  lines  until  our  senior  year,  when  more  marked 
relaxation  and  oi)portunity  to  see  gave  us  reason  to  suspect  at  last  that  many  of  the 
fellows  who  had  been  at  a  distance  —  indeed  all  of  them  so  far  as  one  could  discover  — 
were  really  worth  while.  And  so  the  process  of  experimentation  and  discovery  con- 
tinued in  personal  contact,  and  in  the  successive  class  meetings  through  the  years  after 
graduation  up  to  our  Decennial,  when  the  groups  were  at  last  dissolved  and  their  lines 


discarded  as  undesirable  among  full-grown  graduates  of  Harvard  College ;  the  class  at 
last  was  commingled  into  one  body  of  worthy  men,  with  genuine  interest  in  each  other, 
with  real  appreciation  of  personal  qualities  and  attainments,  with  conscious  pride  in  the 
individual  achievements  of  our  classmates.  And  the  regrettable  part  of  it  was  it  took 
ten  years  after  graduation  for  us  to  arrive,  in  the  matter  of  personal  relationships,  where 
we  should  have  been  in  our  senior  year  at  the  latest.  And  here  I  wish  to  say  I  think 
the  greatest  service  the  undergraduates  of  to-day  can  do  for  the  University  is  to  become 
more  generally  acquainted  and  cordial  througliout  their  classes. 

Now  how  did  it  happen  in  our  case  that  the  unpromising  social  conditions  of 
early  days  were  survived,  and  that  these  young  men  of  most  varying  individualities, 
tastes,  and  interests,  scattered  broadcast  all  over  America  and  western  Europe,  did  not 
again  drift  apart  instead  of  growing  closer  together?  The  reason  is  found  in  our  com- 
mon gratitude  and  loyalty  to  the  great  old  College  at  Cambridge,  which  have  grown 
stronger  and  deeper  within  the  hearts  of  each  of  us  since  the  first  day  we  became  a  part 
of  it.  I  venture  to  say  even  this  delightful  occasion  here  to-night,  and  the  prospect  of 
more  fun  which  has  been  planned  to  come  during  all  the  week,  would  not  be  sufficient 
attraction  to  bring  so  many  men  together,  even  from  the  Pacific  coast  and  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico,  were  it  not  that  we  are  to  go  back  to  the  shrine  at  Cambridge  on  Commencement 
Day  and  feel  again  the  profound  but  indescribable  inspiration  which  comes  in  propin- 
quity with  the  grand  old  institution,  at  a  time  when  with  dignified  cercmonj'^  and  palpa- 
ble'idealism  she  gives  out  to  the  world  a  new  army  of  strong,  sincere,  well-equipped 
young  workers  and  citizens.  That  great  University,  with  its  incalculable  usefulness, 
must  be  preserved  with  ever-increasing  strength  and  efficiency,  and  our  strongest  com- 
mon bond  is  our  unanimity  of  devotion  to  its  support.  It  has  always  been  the  great 
center  of  education  in  America,  and  it  is  our  duty  to  do  all  we  can  to  keep  it  foremost. 
It  is  true  that  there  are  now  many  other  institutions  which  compete  with  her  in  one  way 
and  another,  but  competition  up  to  this  time  has  served  only  to  emphasize  Hai'vard's 
preeminence.  Yet  we  should  take  no  chances  with  the  future.  The  cause  of  education 
and  cultivation  of  the  best  talents  of  our  youth  is  best  served  in  maintaining  its  foun- 
tain-head at  Harvard.  I  confess  this  is  a  rather  serious  line  of  talk  and  not  what  might 
have  been  expected  of  the  introductory  of  your  toastmaster.  But  we  are  old  enough 
now  for  sober  talk  and  the  fulfilment  of  serious  duties.  There  are  many  ways  each  of 
us  can  help.  One  is  to  acquaint  parents  of  prospective  college  students  of  the  real 
character  and  advantages  of  Harvard  as  a  maker  of  men.  There  are  many  other  ways. 
And  especially,  fellows,  let  us  always  remember  that  a  university,  like  a  factory,  is  best 
known  and  reputed  by  its  product,  and  by  making  decent,  useful  careers,  by  the  exercise 
of  industry  and  diligence,  by  following  a  consistent  course  of  conduct  in  line  with  good 
conscience  and  sound  principle,  in  short,  by  individually  making  real  men  of  ourselves, 
we  build  and  perpetuate  the  indispensable  foundation  for  the  fairest  and  greatest  future 
of  Harvard. 

REMARKS   OF  ROBERT  P.   BASS. 

It  has  been  necessary  for  me  to  make  so  many  speeches  of  late  that  I  really  wish 
to  enjoy  myself  to-night  and  not  make  any.  I  have  been  asked  to  tell  of  my  personal 
political  experiences.  The  fact  that  I  happen  to  be  Governor  at  this  time  is  the  result 
of  quite  a  combination  of  circumstances.  It  came  about  in  this  way  :  A  small  group  of 
young  men,  who  had  nothing  to  do  with  politics  heretofore,  decided  that  New  Hampshire 
should  have  a  Progressive  candidate  for  jiovernor. 

The  proposition  of  running  was  put  up  to  several  of  tiie  more  prominent  and, 
after  looking  the  ground  over  and  considering  the  probability  of  a  Democratic  landslide. 


each  in  turn  dci-idod  that  urgent  ))ors()niil  ri'iisons  iniide  it  impossible  for  him  to  tacivle 
the  job.  When  the  entire  field  had  been  canvassed  without  success,  they  all  turned  to 
me  and  said  tliat  I  was  the  one  man  peculiarly  fitted  and  divinely  picked  to  undertake 
this  mission.  The  fact  was  that  nobody  thought  that  tiiere  was  the  remotest  possibility 
of  our  being  successful. 

I  was  green  and  swallowed  the  bait,  hook  and  sinker.  After  the  first  burst  of 
enthusiasm  I  began  to  wonder  what  a  man  should  do  to  get  to  be  governor.  The  more 
I  thought  it  over  the  more  I  was  convinced  that  I  didn't  know  what  to  do,  but  it  soon 
became  evident  that  something  nuist  be  done.  So  1  started  out  in  an  automobile,  with 
no  very  definite  plans,  plenty  of  gas  and  a  typewriter.  I  wandered  up  through  the 
State,  hired  a  few  halls  and  began  to  harangue  the  unsuspecting  public.  They  were 
mildly  surprised,  but  rather  good-natured  about  it  and  wondered  what  I  was  driving  at, 
anyway. 

The  politicians  were  amused,  too,  but  they  did  not  take  it  in  such  a  friendly 
spirit.  In  fact,  in  some  places  it  was  impossible  to  get  any  one  to  introduce  me  to  the 
audience.  So  I  would  stroll  up  on  to  the  platform  and,  after  I  had  sat  there  as  long  as 
I  could  stand  it,  T  would  get  up  and  say :  "  My  name  is  Bass  and  I  am  a  candidate  for 
irovernor.  Here  I  am."  That  alwavs  amused  the  crowd.  It  seemed  to  be  more  funnv 
to  them  than  it  was  to  me.  In  fact,  during  this  campaign  I  seemed  to  lose  all  sense  of 
humor  and  I  don't  believe  I  shall  ever  get  it  back.  When  the  other  fellow  said  mean 
things  about  me  and  everybody  laughed,  I  could  not  see  the  joke.  There  uuist  have 
been  a  joke,  because  everybody  laughed  but  me.  Why,  I  learned  things  about  myself 
from  certain  newspapers  that  I  never  before  dreamed  —  and  I  am  still  learning  them. 

I  told  the  people  just  what  I  stood  for  and  what  I  should  try  to  do  if  elected. 
At  first  the  audiences  were  small,  but  after  awhile  I  got  to  be  a  good  deal  of  a  curiosity 
and  they  began  to  come.  Then  the  politicians  got  nervous.  Evidently  they  decided 
something  must  be  done,  so  one  night  a  big,  sleek  chap  walked  down  the  center  aisle  to 
the  front  I'ow,  interrupted  my  impassioned  appeal  and  as  nuich  as  called  me  a  liar.  I 
blinked,  gulped  once  or  twice  and  wondered  what  the  proper  answer  was.  Then  I 
remembered  my  four  years  hard  training  in  the  Class  of  'lit?  and  promptly  I  answered : 
"You're  another."'     I  was  learning  the  game  and  after  that  things  went  more  smoothly. 

You  know  it  is  a  very  strange  thing,  but  everybody  I  meet  asks  me  how  I 
happened  to  get  elected.  It  was  a  wonder.  But  I  guess  those  people  thought  that,  as 
long  as  they  found  a  man  with  the  consummate  gall  that  I  displayed,  they  would  vote  for 
him.     I  learned  that,  too,  in  my  four  years'  close  association  with  the  Class  of '96. 

REMARKS   OF   JOHN   LORD    O'BHIAN. 

Just  why  I  should  have  been  chosen  to  speak  for  the  men  in  jjublic  life  is  not 
quite  clear  to  me  and  I  am  sure  it  will  be  no  more  clear  to  you  :  it  must  be  that  modesty 
on  the  part  of  other  classmates  made  my  selection  necessary.  There  is  Denison  for 
instance,  our  Assistant  Attorney  General,  who  has  made  so  enviable  a  i-eputation  for 
himself  in  government  prosecutions  of  late  years :  the  mere  thought  of  attending  this 
dinner  and  explaining  his  conduct  made  him  so  ill  that  he  tied  to  England.  Valentine, 
our  Connnissioncr  of  Indian  Aflfairs,  sends  word  that  he  has  been  so  busy  watching  nuil 
Indians  under  the  Government's  supervision  that  he  cannot  spare  the  time  to  come  here 
and  mingle  with  others.  Then,  our  onlv  Conaressiuan,  Luther  Mott,  should  have 
spoken  upon  the  subject  selected  for  me,  but  he  was  prevented  both  by  his  modesty  and 
by  the  apparent  necessity  of  explaining  his  vote  upon  the  reciprocity  measure.  He 
voted   against  that  beneficent  measure,   it  seems,  at  the  insistent  request  of  hLs  con- 


stituents  in  the  City  of  Oswego.  It  is  said  tliat  they  wore  alarmed  for  fear  that  the 
removal  of  duty  upon  Canadian  hay  might  affect  the  income  of  the  Street  Department  of 
that  ideally  reposeful  community.  Leckley  also  might  have  been  selected  to  speak 
of  his  work  as  an  Assistant  Government  Prosecutor  in  following  up  the  land  thieves 
of  Oklahoma.  I  never  could  understand  why  it  should  be  made  a  crime  for  a  man  to 
steal  land  in  Oklahoma, — that  is,  I  never  understood  it  until  I  learned  to-day  of  the 
fees  that  Leekley  has  been  receiving  from  a  grateful  Government.  If  you  were  told  of 
them  I  am  sure  that  you  would  agree  with  mc  that  in  the  interest  of  '96  land  grabbing 
should  be  made  a  still  more  heinous  offence  in  Oklahoma. 

"When,  this  afternoon,  I  asked  Sheriff  upon  what  subject  I  was  expected  to  speak 
he  suggested  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  had  found  a  Regular  to  speak  on  the  suiyect 
of  Religion,  in  the  person  of  our  good  friend  Delany,  he  thought  that  I  might  address 
myself  to  another  topic,  with  which  of  late  years  he  had  been  associating  me,  and  this, 
of  course,  was  Politics.  In  accordance  with  his  instructions,  therefore,  I  am  appearing 
here  with  the  confession  of  my  association  with  that  prescribed  class  which  most  of  you 
look  upon  with  feelings  of  either  condescension  or  contempt.  The  confession  I  make 
frankly  and  without  shame  for,  seriously  speaking,  never  in  the  history  of  the  country 
has  the  duty  of  University  men  been  more  clear  and  certainly  never  has  their  burden 
been  so  heavy. 

We  are  living  to-day  in  a  period  in  which  it  has  become  the  policy  of  a  lai-ge 
class  of  so-called  political  leaders  to  mislead  the  minds  of  the  j)eop1c  by  confusing  the 
existence  of  representative  government  with  the  existence  of  organized  political  hier- 
archies in  the  form  of  political  organizations  in  which  the  people  have  no  voice.  Never 
has  this  Republic  experienced  a  more  serious  crisis  in  politics  than  the  crisis  which  is 
now  at  hand.  For  even  those  of  us  who  sympathize  most  deeply  with  the  present 
progressive  tendency  realize  that  in  their  perplexity  many  are  mistaking  evils  purely 
political  in  character  for  defects  in  representative  government  itself.  Into  this  predica- 
ment they,  with  disordered  ideals,  have  been  driven  by  the  tyranny  of  political  oligarchy. 
Never  has  the  need  of  clear  thinking  and  exposition  of  political  principle  been  more 
serious  than  to-day,  and  never  have  the  opportunity  and  the  duty  of  the  so-called 
"  educated  man  "  been  more  obvious. 

In  a  time  like  this  it  is  a  source  of  inuneasurablc  satisfaction  to  the  men  of  '96 
that  at  least  two  members  of  this  class  have  been  conspicuous  because  of  their  eflbiis  to 
clarify  and  solve  problems  of  applied  democracy.  One  of  them  by  virtue  of  his 
achievement  and  his  present  high  position  lias  achieved  a  reputation  of  national  scope,  — 
and  you  know  that  I  refer  to  Governor  Bass.  His  victory  last  autunm  brought  heart  to 
all  who  believe  in  the  progress  and  advancement  of  political  ideals,  and  the  notable 
achievement  of  his  election  and  his  sane  attitude  toward  the  public  questions  in  his  own 
State  have  given  new  life  to  the  younger  members  of  his  party  throughout  the  entii-e 
country.  The  other  man,  and  I  refer  to  Joe  Cotton,  in  a  less  conspicuous  and  perhaps 
therefore  more  difhcult  field,  has  contributed  no  less  toward  progress  by  the  intelligent 
interest  which  he  has  taken  as  a  citizen  in  public  affairs  and  particularly  by  the  persevering 
and  aelf-sacrificing  efforts  which  he  made  in  the  effort  to  establish  a  modern  system  of 
workingmen's  compensation  in  his  own  State  at  a  time  when  such  effort  meant  continual 
antagonism  and  misunderstanding.  With  men  like  these  actively  interested  in  our 
public  affairs  I  think  that  even  those  of  you  who  are  financiers,  and  who  affect  the 
so-called  "business  attitude,"  must  concede  that  in  the  struggle  for  an  improved 
democracy  there  is  still  being  exerted  nmch  high-minded  and  intelligently  directed 
endeavor.     Certainly  the  world  about  us  owes  something  to  '9(i. 


You,  no  doubt,  like  the  multitude  about  us,  think  of  those  of  us  who  are  in  pub- 
lic life  as  in  connection  with  all  that  is  sordid  and  tawdry  ;  our  attempted  exposition  of 
princii)lc  you  out  of  kindness  discount  as  fustian ;  our  many  mistakes  you  view  with 
complacency.  Our  motives  you  associate  with  sinister  intrigue  or  attribute  simply  to 
self-interest.  Perhaps  some  of  you  follow  the  crowd  and  with  that  cynicism  so  charac- 
teristic of  the  educated  man  of  to-day  you  look  with  indifference  upon  the  efforts  of 
those  who  fight  for  reform.  Perhaps,  indeed,  like  so  many  of  those  educated  men  Avho 
opposed  the  fight  of  Governor  Hughes  in  New  York  State,  you  have  come  to  regard  all 
public  men  as  hypocrites  and  dismiss  as  hypocrisy  the  argument  of  the  politician  look- 
ing for  better  things.  All  men  entering  pul)lic  life  to-day  uuist  steel  themselves  to 
ignore  criticism  and  to  close  their  ears  to  calumny  ;  but  it  is  the  attitude  toward  them  of 
so  many  University  men  that  makes  their  discouragements  so  poignant  and  makes 
achievement  sometimes  appear  mere  dust  and  ashes  after  all. 

But,  however  those  about  us  may  criticise  our  stupidity  and  l)lundcrs,  and,  how- 
ever they  may  decry  the  poor  results  of  our  labors,  for  us  thei'e  are  some  amenities 
after  all.  The  glamor  of  a  public  career  may  seem  to  some  of  us  mere  sham,  and  the 
smallness  of  our  achievements  may  at  times  seem  likewise  a  matter  for  bitter  regret ; 
but  we  have  at  least  the  satisfaction  of  having  tried,  and  of  knowing  that  we  have  been 
traveling  in  what  Dean  Briggs  would  call  "the  windy  and  difficult  places  of  life." 

Mr.  Henry  L.  Stimson,  in  the  course  of  his  campaign  for  Governor  of  New 
York,  was  introduced  to  the  University  men  of  my  own  city  as  a  "  modified  "  Yale  man  ; 
it  being  explained  that  the  crudities  of  his  early  education  at  Yale  had  been  tempered  by 
an  after  course  in  the  Harvard  Law  School.  In  his  impromptu  reply  he  made  the  finest 
utterance  of  his  entii-e  campaign  when  he  said  that  .at  Yale  he  was  taught  the  great 
lesson  that  men  can  accomplish  little  without  organization  and  without  mutual  conces- 
sion ;  but  that  at  Harvard  he  learned  the  equally  valuable  and  perhaps  finer  lesson  that 
it  is  the  duty  of  every  man  who  holds  convictions  to  stand  up  and  be  counted  —  even 
though  he  stands  alone.  AVhat  more  noble  expression  of  the  Harvard  spirit  could  be 
made  ? 

On  Class  Day,  as  I  wandered  through  the  yard  looking  in  vain  among  the  thou- 
sands of  people  for  a  familiar  face  of  my  own  college  generation,  the  thought  came  to  me 
of  how  pleasant  it  nmst  be  for  a  Harvard  man  to  live  in  Eastern  Massachusetts,  and  how 
easy  it  must  be  in  this  part  of  the  country  to  live  a  life  consistent  with  Harvard  ideals. 
But  afterwards  I  thought  of  the  Harvard  men  in  the  West,  living  in  cities  which  contain 
few  fellow  Harvard  men,  and  of  the  difficulties  which  they  habitually  encounter  in 
attempting  to  give  expression  to  Harvard  ideals  in  those  environments.  Their  fight  for 
progress  and  reform  is  the  harder  fight,  but  when  they  win  their  victory  is  after  all  the 
greater;  it  may  be  that  to-night  we  should  yield  credit  not  alone  to  those  who  have 
achieved  distinction  in  New  England,  but  chiefly  to  tiioso,  many  of  whom  are  not  pres- 
ent with  us,  in  the  far  West  or,  like  Ralph  Thomas,  on  the  frontiers  of  civilization  in  the 
Philippines,  who  fight  the  fight  of  Harvard  unaided  and  unappreciated. 

It  would  l)e  difficult  for  me  to  speak  calmly  and  disjiassionately  of  what  I  person- 
ally owe  to  the  Class  of  '!)().  When  I  look  back  to  that  happiest  ])eriod  of  a  Harvard 
man's  life,  those  years  in  and  around  the  yard,  I  realize  that  for  happy  reminiscence  I 
owe  a  debt  greater  than  I  can  express  to  the  members  of  my  own  class.  And  looking 
back  over  the  years  which  have  since  intervened,  years  of  varied  activity  and  strange 
experiences  I  realize,  and  in  your  own  cases  you  realize  the  same  thing,  that  it  is  to  men 
of  '96  that  I  am  chiefly  indebted.  In  the  vicissitudes  of  public  life  —  as  always  in 
private  life  —  T  owe  my  greatest  debt  to  a  small   liaiidful   of  'iH;  men  who  first  came  into 


my  life  at  Cambridge.  In  all  of  my  discouragements  they  have  brought  unfailing  con- 
solation, and  for  my  own  small  measure  of  achievement  in  its  limited  field  they  have 
given  inspiration.  During  all  the  changes  of  the  passing  years  they  have  exemplified 
for  me,  as  others  of  '9()  have  exemplified  for  you,  all  that  has  been  most  worth  while,  — 
and  that  is  the  life  and  the  spirit  of  that  vast,  silent  organism  which  Professor  James 
so  beautifully  called  "the  invisible  Harvard." 
Gentlemen,  good  luck  to  you  I 


REMARKS   OF   STEVENS   IIECKSCHEK. 

I  have  been  deeply  impressed,  as  have  we  all,  by  O'Brian's  address.  Were  we 
to  choose  our  vocations  now,  we  would  all  become  politicians  —  but  in  the  higher  sense 
of  that  word  which  he  has  pointed  out  to  us.  And  if  our  celebration  were  to  end 
to-night,  those  of  us  who  have  come  from  a  distance  would  feel  repaid  if  only  to  have 
heard  what  O'Brian  has  said  to  us. 

One  is  tempted  to  go  further,  and  comment  on  some  of  the  interesting  questions 
he  has  suggested,  but  coming  from  a  town  so  distant  from  the  center  of  influence  and 
activities  of  our  class,  I  fear  that  I  might  not  express  quite  the  correct  sentiment.  In 
that  respect  I  am  somewhat  in  the  position  of  the  Frenchman  who  was  bidden  as  a  guest 
to  a  celebration  of  a  silver  wedding.  At  the  dinner  he  was  seated  next  to  his  hostess, 
and  not  quite  understanding  the  customs  of  this  country,  he  asked  his  hostess  what  was 
the  occasion  of  such  a  delightful  party. 

"Why,  Monsieur,"  she  replied,  "  Henry  and  I  have  lived  together  for  twenty-five 
years." 

"Ah,  Madame,"  he  said,  "and  now  3'ou  are  about  to  be  mari'icd.  Oli,  /e 
delightful  sentiment ! " 

Again  I  feel  somewhat  in  doubt  whether  or  not  the  sweet  words  of  introduction 
of  our  toastmaster  have  not  been  alloyed  with  a  touch  of  sarcasm,  and  I  am  temjifed  to 
reply  to  him  in  the  same  vein.  But  here,  again,  I  am  too  nuich  reminded  of  an  answer 
that  was  given  by  a  colored  woman,  Eliza  Johnson,  who  was  recently  prosecuting  one 
Sam  Cooper  in  our  Criminal  Court  in  Philadelphia  for  an  alleged  assault  with  a  razor. 
I  am  a  good  enough  friend  of  Frank  Steward's  to  tell  the  story.  Miss  Johnson  was 
on  the  witness  stand  relating  the  occurrence. 

"  Wall,"  she  said,  "  I  was  walkin'  up  yonder  oh  Lombard  Street  and  I  seen  Sam 
sittin'  on  his  doorstep,  and  as  I  walks  by,  I  kind  o'  eyed  him  side-ways  like,  and  all  of 

a  sudden  he  yells  out  to  me,  "  Ah,  go  on,  yo'  d black,  cross-eyed  b ,  wiiat  ails 

yo'  anyhow  ?  " 

There  was  a  pause,  and  the  judge  said : 

"Well,  Eliza,  and  what  did  you  sayV" 

"  Wall,  yo' honor,"  she  replied,  "I  disremember  de  'zact  language  I  employed, 
but  I  answered  him  in  de  same  sarcastic  vein." 

But  if  I  cannot  indulge  in  either  sentiment  or  sarcasm  I  can  and  do  add  my 
small  words  of  thanks  to  the  Boston  men  and  the  various  class  committees  for  the 
immense  amount  of  work  and  interest  they  have  given  to  our  celebration.  You  have 
done  more  than  make  this  Quindecennial  a  success ;  you  have  made  it  an  inspiration. 
You  have  touched  a  cord  that  strikes  deep  —  the  feeling  of  loyalty  —  and  most  of  us 
would  travel  hundreds  of  miles  if  only  for  the  hand-shake,  the  earnest  talk,  the  old  and 
new  friendships,  and  the  God-speed.  We  shall  depart  better  men  ;  —  those  that  stayed 
away  are  the  only  losers. 


Were  it  not  for  the  ten  minute  gag-rule  that  Andy  Sheriff  is  enforcing,  I  would 
like  to  say  many  things ;  l)ut  in  those  few  minutes  I  want  you  to  take  just  a  glance 
backward  and  a  glimpse  forward.  When  we  met  here  at  our  Decennial  we  were  still  in 
the  midst  of  what  might  properly  be  called  our  early  struggles  for  existence.  We  had 
not  yet  as  a  class  found  ourselves.  But  now,  at  our  fifteenth  birthday,  we  have  passed 
through  the  eel  grass  and  are  pulling  a  steady  stroke,  well  in  the  lead.  Like  the  base- 
ball team,  we  may  have  come  late,  but  we  have  come  with  a  rush.  Take  men  like 
Joe  Cotton,  for  instance.  He  spent  his  early  summers  tutoring  men  for  scanty  earnings, 
and  after  graduating  from  the  Law  School  he  was  lost  and  swallowed  up  by  a  large  law 
firm  in  New  York  City.  But  in  a  few  years  he  was  ready  to  swallow  the  law  firm. 
Or  O'Brian,  who  has  just  given  us  a  taste  of  his  quality.  Most  of  us  knew  little  of  his 
abilities  when  in  college.  But  he  has  developed  into  a  wonderfully  able  lawyer  in 
Buffalo,  and  in  the  famous  Crapsey  trial,  which  was  reported  all  over  the  United  States, 
he  bested  the  leaders  of  the  New  York  Bar.  Frank  Steward,  our  colored  classmate, 
started  out  to  practise  law  in  Pittsburgh,  terribly  handicapped  by  the  prejudice  that 
exists  against  his  race.  At  the  outset  he  had  to  borrow  money  to  provide  the  bare 
necessities  of  life.  The  other  day  he  came  into  our  office  in  Philadelphia,  happy  and 
prosperous  as  you  see  him  to-night,  and  he  handed  to  me  a  printed  brief  of  a  case  he 
had  just  argued  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania.  It  was  an  able,  learned, 
and  concise  argument.  A  few  days  ago  I  saw  that  the  Court  had  handed  down  its  deci- 
sion, reversing  the  Court  below  and  deciding  the  case  in  Steward's  favor.  I  might  mul- 
tiply such  instances,  but  these  are  sufficient  to  show  that  our  class  embodies  well  that 
great  principle  of  Harvard's  training  —  the  development  of  the  individual.  Each  one 
of  us  has  learned  to  stand  on  his  own  feet ;  we  have  the  assurance  that  is  l)orn  of  self- 
confidence.   As  Emerson  puts  it,  "Trust  thyself — every  heart  vibrates  to  that  iron  string." 

But  there  is  another  aspect  of  our  careers  which  I  wish  to  emphasize  ;  and  herein 
is  the  glimpse  of  the  future.  If  we  have  now  become  more  than  self-supporting,  our 
fifteenth  birthday  marks  a  mile-stone  beyond  which  our  College  expects  of  us  something 
more  than  merely  adding  to  our  own  wealth  and  power.  There  are  men  in  every  com- 
munity superbly  equipped  mentally  and  physically  but  who  ruthlessly  cut  their  way  to 
success,  shoving  down  those  who  come  in  their  path,  and  becoming  drunk  with  the  sense 
of  their  own  power.  They  may  lead  armies  and  rule  kingdoms,  ))ut  their  lives  are  cold, 
selfish,  barren.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  those  who,  as  I  once  heard  a  commence- 
ment speaker  say,  "  Make  friends  of  enemies,  patriots  of  rebels,  citizens  of  outlaws. 
They  turn  hatred  into  love,  bitterness  into  sweetness,  darkness  into  light."  They 
enii)ody  that  magnificent  paradox  of  human  conduct,  self-sacrifice.  It  is  the  same  self- 
sacrifice  whether  in  the  ministry,  in  the  other  professions  or  in  business,  in  philanthropy, 
or  in  statesmanship.  And  thank  God  we  have  many  such  men  in  our  class.  To 
mention  but  a  few :  George  Paine  and  Selden  Delany  are  doing  such  work ;  poor 
Harold  Addison,  who  died,  was  another.  William  Buck,  in  Philadelphia,  is  rendering 
splendid  service  in  the  cause  of  organized  charity.  In  (juite  another  field,  I  need 
hardly  mention  Bob  Bass.  And  with  each  of  us,  are  not  those  few  occasions  when  we 
have  been  "our  brother's  keeper"  more  jirccious  to  us  than  any  business  or  professional 
success?  And  if  we  harken  back  to  our  underjiraduate  days  have  not  those  who 
selfishly  sat  apart  in  their  little  clicjues  and  clui)s  l)oeii  forgotten,  while  we  still  love  those 
who  took  a  broad,  sympathetic  interest  in  the  class,  like  Hayes  and  Fairchild  and  Fen- 
nessey  and  Hallowell? 

And  so,  as  we  take  with  us  once  more  the  lessons  and  blessings  of  our  LTniversity, 
as  we  heard  them  from  Lyman  Abbott  fifteen  years  ago,  she  will  expect  of  us  more  than 


the  increase  of  mere  selfish  success.  Somethino;  of  our  efforts,  of  our  wealtli,  of  our 
ability  we  must  give  to  unselfish  work  and  charity.  We  must  consecrate  our  service  to 
the  welfare  of  other  men.  You  all  remember  that  beautiful  legend  "  Le  Chanson  de 
Roland;  "  how  at  the  battle  of  Rencevals  that  small  band  of  brave  French  knights  was 
slowly  cut  to  pieces  by  the  Moors  until  all  had  fallen  save  only  Roland  and  the  fighting 
priest,  Bishop  Turpin.  And  how  finally  Turpin,  too,  received  his  death  wound,  and 
after  Roland  had  helped  him  from  his  horse  and  laid  him  tenderly  down,  Roland  went 
through  that  field  of  blood  and  carried  his  fallen  companions,  Oliver  and  Bercnger  and 
Otho  and  others  and  laid  them  one  by  one  on  the  grass  before  the  Bishop.  And  then 
that  dying  priest,  performing  his  last  great  act  of  service,  lifted  up  his  hand  and  pro- 
nounced upon  them  the  absolution  of  sins.  That,  gentlemen,  is  what  I  mean  by  con- 
secration of  service.  And  that  is  the  kind  of  service  our  University  expects  of  her 
graduates  in  order  that  these  United  States  shall  not  perish  from  the  earth. 

REMARKS   OF   SELDEN  P.    DELANY. 

Let  me  hasten  to  assure  you  that  I  do  not  feel  at  all  (embarrassed  in  the  midst  of 
this  forest  of  wine  bottles  and  glasses,  as  I  come  from  Milwaukee  ! 

1  have  been  told  that  in  a  certain  musical  comedy  that  is  now  going  the  rounds 
(I  rarely  go  to  see  musical  comedies  myself)  that  a  fat  German  brewer  from  Milwaukee 
is  introduced  to  one  of  the  characters,  who  replies,  "  I'm  glad  to  meet  you,  sir."  The 
brewer  then  said  :  "  The  pleasure  is  numicipal." 

I  am  reminded  of  this  by  this  bountiful  feast  and  the  other  good  things  to  come 
which  have  been  provided  for  us  J)y  the  bounty  of  the  class.  It  is  almost  as  if  the 
pleasure  were  nninicipal.  Some  of  us  have  been  able  to  contribute  ))ut  little;  yet 
somehow  a  great  fund  must  have  been  subscribed  to  make  all  these  pleasures  possible. 

It  never  occurred  to  me  before,  but  surely  this  is  one  reason  for  going  to  Har- 
vard. I  shall  use  this  argument  in  the  future :  go  to  Harvard,  young  man,  for  in  years 
to  come  at  your  class  anniversaries  you  will  have  much  pleasure  free  of  charge,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  there  will  be  many  rich  men  in  your  class;  either  they  have  inherited 
wealth,  or  Harvard  has  prepared  them  so  well  for  life  that  they  have  become  rich. 

But  that  is  only  a  minor  reason  why  I  am  glad  I  came  to  Harvard.  I  shall  never 
cease  to  be  glad  that  I  came  to  Harvard.  Next  to  being  born,  being  baptized,  l)eing 
ordained  to  the  Christian  ministry,  —  it  is  the  best  thing  I  ever  did.  It  is  a  great  thing 
to  be  alive  ;  it  is  a  great  thing  to  be  a  Christian  ;  it  is  a  great  thing  to  be  a  priest ;  and 
it  is  a  great  thing  to  be  a  Ilarvai'd  man. 

When  I  ask  myself  why  it  is  a  great  thing  to  be  a  Harvard  man,  I  find  the 
reasons  group  themselves  around  that  word  with  wliicli  we  arc  all  so  familiar,  as  it  is 
the  chief  word  on  the  Harvard  shield,  —  "  Veritas." 

I  will  say  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  went  through  the  Busscy  Institute  or  those 
who  took  merel}'  a  scientific  course  that  "  Veritas"  is  a  Latin  wtn-d  meaning  "  truth." 

First,  then,  the  training  one  gets  at  Harvard  gives  one  a  love  foi-  the  truth. 
Whatever  our  calling  may  be,  we  are  henceforth  seekers  of  truth.  We  want  to  get  at 
the  facts.  We  are  not  content  with  "  bluft'"  or  "  buncombe  ;  "  we  want  to  stand  on  the 
hard  rock  liottom  of  reality.  I  have  found  that  a  characteristic  of  all  genuine,  serious- 
minded  Harvard  men,  in  whatever  walk  of  life  I  have  come  across  them. 

In  the  second  place.  Harvard  gives  a  man  the  spirit  of  tolerance.  He  has  learned 
that  truth  is  so  sacred  a  thing  that  he  nmst  be  tolerant  and  respectful  to  other  men 
whose  gi-asp  of  the  truth  or  interpretation  of  the  truth  is  other  than  his  own.     Because 


of  tliis  spirit  of  toieriincc  we  tiiid  it  easy  to  work  witii  otliiU'  Harvard  iiicii  wiio  do  not 
sec  the  triitli  exactly  as  we  see  it. 

And  in  (he  liiird  place,  our  (raining  at  Harvard  has  made  lis  strive  ("or  trutli  in 
jiiihlic  spoaiving,  reality  and  sincerity  in  the  public  e.\i)ressioM  of  our  opinions.  Vou 
have  had  splendid  examples  of  this  (juality  of  reality  of  speech  in  the  men  who  have 
already  spoken.  A  Harvard  man  woidd  (ind  it  difHcult  to  s|)eak  in  any  other  way.  If 
I  were  a  graduate  of  Yale,  or  of  any  of  a  hundred  other  minor  colleges  I  might  men- 
tion, I  would  he  speaking  to  you  in  some  such  manner  as  this:  "Oh,  (he  joy  of  re(urn- 
ing  to  our  dear  old  Alma  Mater,  —  to  rest  our  weary  heads  once  more  on  her  ample 
bosom,  and  (o  drink  once  more  from  (he  inexhausdble  ocean  of  knowledge  that  pours 
forth  from  her  beloved  lips !  " 

But  as  I  am  a  Harvard  man,  I  do  not  address  my  remarks  to  (he  stars,  or  (he 
birds,  or  people  in  an  imagined  gallery  ;  I  speak  sinii)ly  as  a  man  to  other  men  on  the 
same  floor,  as  we  learned  to  do  in  Knglish  (i. 

May  I  bo  permitted  to  add  anodier  reason  why  I  am  fond  of  Harvard?  It  is  that 
Harvard  men  seem  to  improve  with  age.  Th(\v  become  more  mellow  with  (he  passing 
years.  Who  would  have  thought  that  Jack  Hayes  would  ever  be  a  ves(rynian'r'  Vet  I 
know  he  is,  for  last  summer  he  asked  me  to  take  the  services  for  a  month  in  the  church 
he  controls.  Or  who  would  have  thought  that  our  old  friend  and  honored  toast- 
master,  Andy  Sheriff,  would  be  a  vestryman  of  one  of  the  great  parishes  in  Chicago? 
I  know  he  is,  because  he  asked  my  advice  in  the  selection  of  a  new  rector.  He  did  not 
send  me  a  call,  —  I  sujjpose  because  he  thought  I  knew  him  too  well. 

I  have  great  hopes  for  the  other  members  of  the  Class  of  'IMi.  At  our  twenty- 
fifth  anniversary  I  expect  to  find  that  all  of  you  are  pillars  of  churches.  At  our 
hundredth  anniversary  I  have  good  hope  that  we  may  all  meet  together  (o  celebrate  it  in 
a  place  where  we  shall  need  no  cold  water  to  cool  our  tongues. 

REMARKS   OF   JOHN   J.    HAYES. 

As  you  have  heard  so  much  from  me  during  the  last  few  months  in  regard  (o 
class  nia(ters  I  feel  it  would  be  superfluous  to  say  anything  further,  yet,  since  the  begin- 
ning of  our  reunion  I  have  heard  appreciation  exjjressed  for  the  work  of  tlie  committee 
in  arranging  for  this  celebration,  and  have  been  asked  various- questions  regarding  the 
Class  Re[)or(,  therefore  I  should  like  to  tell  you  something  more. 

Before  I  can  proceed,  however,  I  should  feel  guilty  in  not  explaining  to  you  that 
the  picture  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  menu  has  no  grounds  for  its  existence  and  is  solely
